Wyckoff has pointed out, we only observed one copy of the Scriptures. 

We recommend that the Special Committee be authorized to supply a few: 
copies of the New Testament, in large print. 

As an Act respecting the establishment of Houses of Refuge and 
assented to April 7th, 1899, makes provision whereby grants of money
